Republican party one of the two main political 
parties of the U.S.A. (cf. DEMOCRATIC PARTY). It 
was formed (1854) by antislavery groups to op- 
pose the Kansas-Nebraska Act, and attracted 
many Whigs, Free-Soilers and those Know- 
Nothings who opposed slavery. It rapidly 
gained power in the North and held its first 
national convention in 1856. Lincoln became 
the first Republican president (1861). The Re- 
publicans held the presidency from then until 
1913, with the exception of the administrations 
(1885-9 and 1893-7) of Cleveland. They were 
weakened by the secession of the Liberal Re- 
publicans (1872) and the Mugwumps (1884). In 
the late 19th c. the Republican party favored 
protective tariffs and the gold standard. After 
the administrations of Theodore Roosevelt and 
Taft, the secession of the Progressive party split 
the Republicans (1912). They returned to power 
(1921-33) under Harding, Coolidge and Hoover, 
but were blamed for the economic crisis of 1929 
and were out of office until the administration 
(1953-61) of Eisenhower. They lost (1961-9) the 
presidency, regaining it with the administra- 
tion (1969-74) of Richard Nixon. Vice President 
Gerald Ford assumed the presidency following 
Nixon's resignation but lost the 1976 election to 
Democrat jimmy Carter. The Republicans re- 
gained the presidency with Ronald Reagan's 
landslide victory in 1980, and they controlled 
the Senate for the first time since 1955. Demo- 
crats held control of the House through the 
1984 elections, when Reagan was reelected
